PASSENGERS TELL OF LOSSES. 

The passengers of the St. Croix had 
many stories to téll of valuable pos- 
sessions, jewelry and articles of cloth- 
ing which were lost by them in their 
hurried departure from the ship, but 
the woman who most bewailed the loss 
of her baggagewas a young lady from 
Nevada, who said she had taken pas- 
sage cn the boat to go to Oakland, 
where she was to be married on 
Wednesday. 

Her entire wedding trousseau was in 
her trunks, she said, and they were 
expensive. She told of dresses that 
cost her as high as $200 and of jewels 
and fine underwear, with expensive 
lace trimmings—yards and yards of 
lace—she said. All of this finery had 
been accummulated with the savings 
of several years, 

A lawyer from Utah, so one of the 
passengers told a reporter, remarked 
that the young woman was making a 
great play regarding the cost and 
worth of her baggage, and added, un- 
kindly, that perhaps she was figuring 
on laying a foundaticn for a big claim 
against the steamship company later,

CITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 21.—{Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.] Charlies Gordon 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, has just found 
evidence which proves to many of 
Mexico’s leading historians that Her- 
nando Cortez, a conqueror of this 
country, died and was buried here and 
not in Seville, Spain, Se 

Gordon has been in Mexico for sev- 
eral years studying the people, con- 
ditions and history from the old un- 
published manuscripts. He has found 
that one of these is the will of Cortez, 
in which he said he wanted to be bur- 
ied here. Another is an attest to the 
will by a friend of Cortez, who de- 
tails the death here in 1550 of Cortez, 
immediately after his return from 
Spain. The bones of Cortez, according 
to Gordon, are buried in the Temple 
of Jesus, Mexico City. He has an-

Reciprocal Missions, 

In his sermon on “Our Debt to the 
Orient,” Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin of 
the First Unitarian Church yesterday 
morning said, in part 

“The two forces that are doing most 


intelligent ccntact with each other, are 
commerce and religion. The two men 
who ‘penetrate most fearlessly into the 
remotest quarters of the world are the 
trader and the missionary. They are 
supposed to be inspired by directly 6p- 
posite motives. The trader goes for 
what he can get, the missionary for 
what he can give. The trader’s inter- 
ests are wholly materialistic, .he mis- 
sion s spiritual. Yet how often it 
is that the ‘trader carries that into the 
unknown land that awakens it to a 
mew life even more effectually than 
the missionary. | 

“The chief benefits derived from the 
missionary enterprises are the things 
he regards as of secondary importance. 
He assumes at the outset that his re- 
ligion is all true while the religion of 
the native to whom he goes is all 
wrong. His purpose is to persuade 
the native to reject in toto his own re- 
ligion and adopt the religion of the 


ful he may be in this if that is all he 
accomplisies, it is of very little value. 

“But that is not all he accomplishes. 
While his primary interest is in the 
saivation of the native’s swul in an- 
other world he becomes interested in 


this life here and now and ministers 
to him from that point of view. Ha 
tells him how they live and how they 
do things in his own country. To this 
end he founds schools and hospitals 
and other instittitions that greatly im- 
prove the conditions of life. The mis- 
Sionary himself finds that he is learn- 
ing more from the men he came to 
teach than he ever igarned before in 
all his life. The missfonary becomes a 
medium of exchange for the results of 
the two civilizations in a way that is 
exceedingly beneficial to both. It is in 
this supposedly secon result that 
the chief benefits of missionary enter- 
prises lay. 

“T should like to think 
when missionary enterprises will 
mutually reciprocal, when instead, of 
regarding the people of the Orient as 
heathen living in gross darkness, and 
sending a few missionaries over to 
“pluck a few brands from the burn- 
ing,’ we assume at the outset that 
they have developed a religion that 
from many points of view is as true 
as our own, and has that within it 
which the world needs: that we shall 
do well to invite a number of enlight- 
ened Buddhists and Brahmins and 
other representatives of the non-Chris- 
tian religions to come over here and 
tour Our country preaching ar? teach- 
ing their religious convictions and 
ideals of life to the end that we may 
incorporate some of the results of their 
long years of experience into our reli- 
gious convictions, that we may gain 
poise and balance in the midst of our 
life of restless agressiveness—a thing 
we sadly necd. 

"They. in turn, would invite our re- 
ligious leaders to visit them and set 
forth our views, not for the purpose of 
making converts, but that they may tn- 
corporate some of our principles and 
our spirit into their lives to the end 
that the system of caste into which sé 
much of their sdciety has crystallized 
may be broken up and they become 
doers, as well as dreaniers, and learn 
how to make a more practical applics- 
tion of their ideals to everyday life.”

Then, too, our moral 
sense is dulled. We do not discern 80 
clearly. We do not find pleasure in 
the | ministries that formerly received 
our| attention. We are over sensitive 
and| disagreeable. Moral strength 
must be renewed. 

“Qur strength may be sg renewed that 
in the routine and monotony of life 
it will be possible to walk and not 
faint. Life may seem to be one con- 
tinuous grind of dull and hopeless de- 
clivities. Yet, it is possible to face 
4¥fem all with a courage to which de- 
feat and the white feather are wun- 
known. Some time’ the lives of every- 
body have come to the crisis moment. 
Sometimes they have fronted = the 
emergency, and sometimes they have 
faltered. before the routine. Whence 
comes the strength to which and 
through which the prophet promises so 
much? Not by mental science or phil- 
osophy, surely; not by self discipline 
entirely, anid not by the help of others, 
These are important and ‘ contribu- 
tary agencies. They cannot. he 
nored. But the promise of the 
prophet is conditioned by him in. the 
words: “They that wait on thé Lord.’ 
Whatever this may meay, it is the 
source of the strength that\becomes 
marvelous an enobling power. To 
wait, implies to look toward. and to 
expect from, in a classic phrase it 
means to practice the presence of God. 
It also means to do the will of God, 
that will affects both character and 
career.” 


The Piigrim Fathers. ; 

Rev. C. C. Pierce, pastor of the Me- 
morial Baptist Church, preached a 
Thanksgiving sermon- to a large audi- 
ence yesterday morning. He said, in 
part: 

“The ‘Pilgrim Fathers,’ who were the 
originators of this day which hog cele- 
trate, were a noble class ‘4 men. They 
were not an antiquated lot of old fo- 
gies, but were among the most aggres- 
sive and progressive men which the 
world has ever seén. Politically they 
were looked upon as dangerous. in- 
novators, and breeders of sedition. 
They were civic blasphemers, in the 
eyes of some, and promulgators of 
strange and revolutionary doctrines. 
They were levellers, and obstruction- 
ists to the established order, founded 
upon the divine doctrine which per- 
mitted a King and his tools to rule 
the people as heartlessly as they 
pleased. 

“Religiously, these men were no bet- 
ter. They would not be guided in their 
religious thinking by rhe orthodox 
standards. To them ‘conscience was of 
greater account and authority than the 
decrees of popes, bishops and coun- 
cils. They held the dangerous creed 


‘that we have not reached a finality|. 


in all things religious. Worst of all, 
they telieved in education, in the util- 
ity of permitting the common man _ to 
think. They held every man had cer- 
tain ‘nalienable rights which he ought 
not to give up for any one else. The 
trouble with them was that many of 
them had already learned to think. 
Cambridge and Oxford were really re- 
sponsible for the position which they 
had assumed, for the great Puritan 
revolution was led by men who had 
gained intellectual power in these 
world-famed institutions. 

“Such are the people who broke off 
the shackles of medievalism, and came 
to found a new nation in a new world. 
And in keeping this day. we In a sense 
honor them, and are doing our part to 
perpetuate the noble work they began. 
. “But we of today, are more interested 
In the boys and girls of Los Angeles, 
than fn the Pilgrim fathers and grand- 
fathers. Let us bring into our life of 
today some of the things for which 
they stood. 

“The need of the age today i= firet of 
‘ a spirit of true progressiveness. 

ye must take hold on the fundamen- 
tals, and set going in the right direc 
tion, the currents of life. We must 
seek to transform the world from bad 
to good, from geod to better, and from 
hetter to best. We must forget those 
things which are behind’ and reach 
forth unto those things which are be- 
fore. We have great and- splendid in- 
stitutions, but there is ample room 
for improvement, and the minute we 
suppose we have reached the zenith, 
that moment the decline wil! begin. 

“Again, we must learn the lesson of 
education. One of. the mightiest foes 
to overcome is ignorance, and ‘the 
greatest danger along this line t 
masked behind the impudence and in- 
aninity which emblazons along the 
rt of its structures, ‘We know it 
ail.’’

WRECKS OFF MALIBU 
REVIVE OLD ROMANCE. 


The St. Croix is by no means the 
first ship that has met disaster aiong 
the shores of mystic Malibu. Four 
years ago the Crescent City went 
ashore one afternoon in a cove just be- 
yond the high rocks of Point Dume. 
Fortunately there was no loss of life. 
A passing steamer took off the pas- 
sengers, and during the night a tug 
from Redondo succede® in pulling the 
boat off without injury, at extreme 
high tide. | 

For more than a century the coves 
and cafions of the mouniains in the 
Malibu vicinity have been the favored 
prospecting grounds of t:easure hunt- 
ers. There are traditions harded 
down from before the days of the pa- 
dres ‘of treasure ships wrecked along 
this coast. There are tales of pirate 
hordes. The season is indeed a dull one 
that does not witness the organiza- 
tion of a party for the purpose of dig- 
ging for the Spanish wealth that is 
supposed to be hidden in the recesses 
of the 

Cabril'o touched along this coast as 
early at 1542, and there were in the 
days of long ago evidences tending 
to show that one of the Manila treas- 
ure ships which had been run down 
by Francis Drake, the. pirate, was 
wrecked in the vicinity. The gold and 
gulmeas were supposed to have been 
recovered from thé wreckage and 
buried deep in. the recessovws of a Mali- 
bu cafion. The story goes that the pi- 
ratés were killed by the Indciars. ard 
even to this day there are those who 
believe the gold in the great chests has 
never beer. recovered. Each season 
some prospector comes out cf the hills 
with an alluring tate of having found 
the Key to the tecation of tae treasure, 
One time a piece of one of the chests 
is unearthed, agd agsnin ‘the discovery 
is ia the form of a goin coin of for- 
eign pattern a@d ancient date. Last 
year the story dealt with the finding 
of a decaying mutton sail ef the pi- 
pate fleet of the olden days. But the 
secret of the Malibu has never yet 
been reyealed.

of the most important sessions since the close of the’ 


great Civil War. If the proposed legislation is 
passed it will be the beginning of a new era in 
American statesmanship. New laws will be spread 
on the statute books which will mean the active par- 
ticipation of the government in branches of semi- 
private business never known before. 3 

The new banking law in process of formation will 
in all probability provide for a great central bank. 
In its management the government will have more 
to say than-it has had heretofore in anything con- 
nected with the private and semi-public finances of 
the country. The opening of this new bank is 
likely to affect the relations between the govern- 
ment and the nationa] banks, about 7000 in num- 
ber, already doing business in all parts of the 
country. 

The Times in a recent issue so fully discussed 
this subject that it may be dropped at this: time, 
except to say that our export trade is so large and 
is increasing so rapidly that we are in the midst of 
an unprecedented world movement, and this makes 
a central bank almost essential to the we 
do with foreign countries. | 

Another business of quite as great importance 
to come before Congress this winter is the amend- 
ing of the so-called anti-trust laws, and the broad- 
ening of the scope of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The laws usually known as the Sher- 
man act and that going under the name of the Hep- 
burn act were enacted when we knew very little of 
the troubles sure to arise in dealing with the vast 
corporate combines that exist in our business af- 
fairs today. They are said to be faulty to a de- 
gree that renders their application according to the 
strict letter of the law impossible. Mr. Roosevelt 
when President said the strict enforcement of these 
laws would put about every large corporation in 
the country out of business. There are valuable 
features in these laws which should be maintained. 
Efforts will be made to emasculate these laws, and 
the press and people should keep a watchful eye 
over them when their amendment comes up. 

Two years ago or more The Times pointed out 
the grave difficulties that arise because of the 
clashes sure to come between Federal and State 
authorities in enforcing laws passed by Congress 
to deal with trusts operating in undue restraint of 


| trade and éther laws passed by State Legislatures. 


Within the current month a case of this kind has 
arisen in dealing with railroads in certain of the 
Southern States, and the State authorities of South 
Carolina have made the open statement that if the 
Federal courts should attempt to act in the prem- 
ises, the State would resort to violence if necessary. 

As our foreign commerce calls for a central bank, 
our interstate commerce is so large that Federal 
control of some of its features is imperative. The 
Times for some years has suggested now and again 
that perhaps the way out of these difficulties would 
come in a new law which wou'd permit Congress to 
grant franchises to corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce on a large scale. Last week lead- 
ing statesmen in discussing these questions took 
the same nds. There is sure to be a great clash 
when thi¢ is proposed in Congress. ‘the old “Stater’ 


rights” doctrine is by no means dead. The new law | 


would almost of necessity go so far as to prohibit 
State interference in interstate commerce. 
There is likely to be a squabble over the Reclama- 
Service. Those who have had the administra- 
tion of this great project have been ful) of zeal, but 
not of discretion. In a few years they have ex- 
hausted the funds, more than $50,000,000, and now 
ask for still more liberal appropriations.

try manifest disapproval of what has been done. 
This brief outline of what will come before Con- 
gress indicates that the United States is likely to 
go off on an angle more or less acute from the 
course of the past. 


LECTING A PARLIAMENT. 
E It is next to a certainty that with the openihg 
of the year 1910 Great Britain wil! choose a new 
Parliament. The legal limit of a House of Com- 
mons is seven years. As a matter of fact, an ap- 
peal is made “to the country” more frequently than 
every seven years. Whenever the government (that 
is: the Cabinet,) cannot command a fair working 
majority in the “lower house” it is ancumbent on it 
“to go to the country” to be indorsed in its policy 
or replaced by the opposition. It will be five years 
in January since the present Liberal government 


- took office, and that is quite as long as Parliaments 


usually remain in office. 

The Unionist Parliament, which gave place to 
that now existing, went into with a majority 
of 124 in the lower house. It bore the name of a 
Unionist Parliament as it had been elected on the 
issue of home rule for Ireland, and was . 
against such a measure: During the term of its 
existence it lost twenty-one seats in by-elections 
and gained none. A dozen members went éver to 
the Liberal side, reducing the majority in the 
House by nearly one-half. 

November 14, 1905, Joseph Chamberlain suc. 
ceeded in getting the National Union of Conserv- 
ative Associations to pasé resolutions in support of 
his tariff reform policy. That same night the 
Prime Minister, Mr. our, spoke at Newcastle 
urging his followers to stand together. A few days

.four resigned and next day Sir Henry Campbell- 
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attention to the speech of the Premier, but urging 


the Liberal Unionist associations to press for tariff 
reform. All this indicates a severing of party ties 
and a new alignment of the politics of the kingdom.

How short-lived Parliaments are may be gleaned 


from the life of the late William Ewart Gladstone. 
March 8, 1880, Lord Beaconsfield suddenly an-’ 


nounced his purpose of appealing to the country for 
an indorsement of the policy of his government. 
Mr. Morle¥ says Gladstone was seated at his “desk 
writing on Homer, his favorite diversion, when he 
heard the news. A week, later Gladstone was in 
Midlothian seeking reélection. He said in a letter 
to a. friend that this wag to be the last general 
election in which he was to be engaged. . 


1852, 1857, 1859, 1865, 1874 and 1880. What a list!” 
In fifty years not one Parliament had lasted seven 
years. But Gladstone was not to rest. In 1885, 
1886 and 1892 he was again in the field. Between 
1865 and 1874 there was not an-election in which 
Gladstone did not stand. 

In about eighty years Great Britain has had 
nearly twenty Parliaments, or an average of one 
each four years. Often they come two years apart 
after the fashion of our House of Representatives. 

~The House of Lords is the real issue in the crisis. 
It was so in 1832 and again in 1884, when John 
Morley raised the. cry, “Mend them or end them.” 
There is little doubt that the Radicals will do next 
year what the Conservatives did in 1874 and again 
in 1899, go back into power with an increased ma- 
jority. They would rather not go to the country 
at the present time, but will not “take the dose” of 
the Lords. They have been at the helm longer than 
the average life of Parliaments, and in any case 
would have to stand for a genera! election two years 
later. 


HO WILL TAKE LAFFAN’S PLACE? 
The bright and shining New York Sun has 
suffered the second. great loss in its history. It 
seemed as if its brilliancy must be dimmed, if its 
face would not be actually eclipsed, when Charles 
A. Dana, the maker of the paper, died about twenty 
years ago. But a successor was found in the per- 
son of William F. Laffan. Now death has called 
this second head of the Sun away, and the question 
will be asked in nearly every newspaper office in 
America and by many persons not connected with 
newspapers, “Who will take Laffan’s place?” 
Charles A. Dana was one of the most highly 
cultivated Americans of any era in our history. 
He. was one of the old Concord. coterie of philoso- 
phers that included Bronson, Emerson and many 
of the leading intellects of a couple of generations 
ago. He was the editor of the first edition of Ap- 
pleton’s American Cyclopedia and was considered 
at the time the best-fitted man in the country to 
supervise the publication of that great work. 
Dana, through his vast and varied learning, 
made the New York Sun the most brilliant news- 
paper publication in the world. It had p flavor all 
its own and although it might /sometimes d 


with one’s mental or spiritual digestion, it was al- 


ways exceedingly pleasing to the intellectual palate 
of the highly-educated and highly-cultivated reader. 
When such a man passed away the world marveled 
who would take his place. | 

The- man was right at hand. In a way William 
Laffan was a second Charlies A. Dana. Dana was 
a New Englander, Laffan was a born and _ bred 
Irishman; he was a graduate of Dublin University, 


and no man ever worthily received a from 
that institution who was not a scholar. Not only 
he was a profoundly learned man, but he | the 
Irish wit and humor of the most approved flavor. 


He was keen as a Damascus blade and nt 
as a knight of old in wielding his weapon. . At the 
same time, while he could dazzle one with the splen- 
dor of his wit, he could in the next moment bring 
tears with the mellow, sympathetic humor with 
which he treated a subject that enlisted his sym- 


Just as in the case of Dana, there were very few 
fields of human intelligence in which Mr. Laffan 
had not made frequent and long excursions. His- 
tory, literature, art, politics, statesmanship, reli- 
gion, ethics, all commanded his attention. His 
sympathies were world-wide. He could treat of 
something in connection with the Chinese smpire, 
with the development of Japan, as easily as he could 
take up something of ‘interest in the British empire 
or even in the United States. — 

At the early age of 62 he passes away, after 
spending nearly forty years of his life in America, 
Away back in 1870 he was employed on the San 
Francisco Bulletin, then owned by the late George

found his way to centers of larger influence and 
greater emolument, and, as is well known, he suc- 
ceeded Dana in the management of the Sun, when 
the great founder of that brilliant journal passed 
on 


The Sun never was meant for popular consump- 
tion. It is said that at the present time Pierpont 
Morgan and his associates practically control the 
paper. It has been the financial oracle of .New 
York people for a great many years and is esteemed 
by cultivated readers everywhere. The Sun was 
never very devoted to any political party. In. the 
early days of Grant’s career in politics Dana was 
a Republican and his paper supported that party. 
It turned against Grant, and ore abandoned 
the Republican party aad became an ally of the 
Democracy. It supported Cleveland in 1884, op- 
posed his reélection ‘in 1888, and then championed 
his cause in 1892. After the defeat of Cleveland 
by Gen. Harrison in 1888 the Sun openly announced 
that its opposition to the reélection of Mr.’ Cleve- 


land had cost it 80,000 subscribers, and added the /’ 


remark that .t would follow the same course again 
at the risk of losing twice as many. When its 
contemporaries twitted the Sun in 1892 for taking

W ship St. Croix off Point Dume.

ORIGIN OF FIRE. 


OFFICER SAYS IT STARTED IN 
THE SECOND CABIN. | 


. Passengers Deciare Strong Fumes 
of Ammonia Were Noted Befare 
Smoke Was Seen—Third Assistant 
Engineer Praises All Concerned for 
Remarkabl¢é Coolness Displayed. 


Stories regarding the origin of the 
fire as told by officers of the ship, by 
the seamen and by passengers, differed 
in many points as related to reportérs 
for The Times in the camp at Malibu 
Ranch. Hardly any two versions were 
the same. Passengers were found, 
who. declared that even before the 
smoke appeared, the strong odor of 
ammonia was prevalent on the middie 
deck, so strong as to make it almost 
impossible to stay there. 

Some reported that the first smoke 
came from the engine-room, and sev- 
eral officers were positive that it came 
fr the. second cabin. A second- 
ca passenger said that ‘five min- 
utes before the fire gong sounded he 
was in the second cabin, alone, and 
that while the room was filling rapidly 
with smoke which came in from al] 
sides, there was no sign of flames in 
the cabin.

There are many 
ways it might have started in the 
second cabin. Nobody was in there 
at the time. A match might have 
been dropped carelessly near some 
paper, or a' lighted cigar may have 
caused the fire. When I first saw the 
smoke it was pouring up from the 
main hatchway and-I investigated, I 
tried to go »Delow to the second cabin 
but the smoke was so dense I was 
overcome.” 

This officer commented on the cool- 
ness with which everybody received 
the news. “He said that probably in 
less than forty minutes after the gong 
was rung all of the lifeboats had been 
launched. The last boat, the “dinky,” 
manned principally by members of the 
crew, was in charge of the captain.

Solomon's Wisdom May Have 
Found a Match.

Dance Hall Petition Said to 
Be Shy of Names. 


City’s Lawyer Says Matter 
Will Go to People. 


The wisdom of Solomon is to receive 
a severe jolt in the Council today when 
the City Attorney presents a little wis- 
dom of his own. 

The Solomon in this case is Fred H. 
Solomon, proprietor of the Grand Ave- 
nue Dancing Academy, and leader of 
the fight to defeat the operation of the 
wholesale ordinances affecting dance 
halls and “academies.” In his wisdom 
h2 appealed to the referendum wita 
confidence that several tricks he ha.t 
invented would put City Attorney Hew- 
itt, chief advocate of the ordinances, 
hors de combat. 

The first bold trick based on the 
referendum was this: Solomen filed 
his referendum petition, which required 
2178 voters’ names, after November 4, 
because he held that after that date 
nothing could be certified by the City 
Clerk to go on the ballot at the De, 
cember election. This would meéeah 
that the ordinances must be suspended 
or repealed (and if repealed. could not 
be reénacted,) and that the people 
could not vote on them until the elec- 
tion of 1911. This would give the dance 
halls unrestricted swing for two years. 
more. 

But Hewitt would not accept this 
position. He finds that the city char- 
ter provision forbidding’ certification 
by the City Clerk after thirty days be- 
fore the election applies only to the 
initiative and not to the referendum 
Therefore, he held, officially, that if 
the petition was found sufficient the 
question must g0 on the ballots at the 
election next month ana prepared to 
so advise the Council today. But he 
kept this decision to hinwseif. 

SHORT ON NAMES. 

Yesterday's developments, however, 
knocked this plan of the City Attor- 
ney out, seemingly, because the peti- 
tion was found to be seventy names 
short of the required 2178. Under the 
referendum, there would be ten days 
allowed in which to amead. If Solo- 
mon took the full period it would be 
impossible to get the questions on the

On re 
verification Solomon gained abou* 
thirty s.ames. The  etition was 
insuMficjent at 4 o'clock, though it ap- 
peared that continued work weuld find 
enough signatures. 

“That will not feaze me,” said Hew- 
itt, smiling. “I have a trick to play 
myself,” Hewitt added, “and it is one 
which will insure the dance hall ques- 
tion going on the ballot next montana 
and not two years hence.

REFUGEES REACH SAN BERNAR- 
DINO FROM. ORAIBI. 


Settiers Compelled to Leave Dis- 
trict—Troops Held Under Orders to 
March to Scene—Storekeepers Flee 
and Leave Places of Business to Be 
Looted by Savages. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 22.—MRob- 
ert Cooper, and two nephews, were here 
today from Oraibi, on the Arizona-New 
Mexico’ boundary, being’ amoug the 
refugees fleeing from an uprising of 
the Hopi Indians, which is threatened. 
Rebert Butler, one of the nephews, 
states that for weeks the Indjans have 
been restless, and last week they or- 
dered the settlers to leave the region.

WANT PART OF 
OWENS RIVER. 


Pasadena Would Buy It or 
Sign Long Lease. 


A Committee Consults With 
City Water Board, 


Attorney and Engineer Are 
to Investigate, 


An embassy came in from Pasadens 
yesterday. to consult the City Water 
Board about buying or renting a piece 
of Owens River. ; 
“It has been understood from the 
time the Owens River project really 
took shape that Pasadena would be 
supplied with domé¢stic water from 
the surplus of the aqueduct water. VA 
committee, consisting of H. W. Mie 
gee and George F. Kernaghan, &ap- 
pointed by the Mayor of Pasadena, 
made this visit to the Water Board 
yesterday to learn the exact intene 
tions of this city. : eg 

The committee stated that, while 
the present water supply of Pasadena 
is sufficient, a dry year would be 
dreaded. Pasadena, they said, would 
like, either to buy a permanent wWa- 
ter right, enter into a. long Jease, or 
make an arrangement for the purchase 
of water by meter from the aqueduet. } 

After some informal discussion, Mr, 
Mathews. attorney for the Water 
Board, was sent for. 

Althvugh he said he was. not pre- 
pared to give a final legal opinion on 
such point-blank terms, Mr. Mathews 
expressed an informal opinion of the 
terms upon which Pasadena might be 
allowed to take water from the aque- 


INFORMAL OPINION. 
Acquiring by purchase an interest 
in the water is out of the question 
as far as the Water Board is con- 
cerned. Pasadena could buy a right 
to a part of the water only by vote 
of the people of Los Angeles. 

The Water Board, acting with the 
Mayor and the City Council, might 
enter into a long lease, or could sell 
water. Mr. Mathews ig inclined to the 
belief that the lease could not legally 
be made for more t twenty years. 

Pasadena would be under the netes- 
sity of acquiring the water plant now 
owned by the corporatiOn supplying 
Pasadena. The right 6f’ way granted 
by. the United States government for 
the @iteh provided that ne water 
should be sald or leased to other than 
municipalities. 

Mr. Mathews suggested that. Pasa- 
dena could build a pipe line and pur- 
chase water ou ae ft needs it, 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Kernaghan, “and 
you could cut us off at any time you 
and for any reason.” 

It was appe@rent. from the conversa= 
tion of the two Pasadena men. that 
Pasadena would prefer to buy @ wa- 
ter right In the ditch; but would. be 
content with a lease. 

Wiliam Mutholland, the chief engi- 
neer of the project. being consulted, 
said he thought that Pasadena cauld 
be supplied without any danger to Les 
Angeles for many years to come. He 
expressed the opiniqn that Pasadens 
ought to pay for the aqueduct or pipes 
connecting Pasadena with the - big

“Los Angeles is now using about 
‘7000 inches of water. Our local s 
during these wet years nas been s? 
fictent for our needa.” he said. | 

“When the water from Owens River 
comes, it will give us about . 20.600 
inches more. This will be vastly in 
excegs of our needs. About 1000 inches 
from the ditch would be sufficient for 
the needs of Pasadena.” 

Mr. Mutholiland said that the length 
of the lease was a matter to be regu- 
lated on the basis of the probable in- 
crease in the population of Los An- 
| Seles and the amount of water used, 
, It. was stated that In case Pasadena 
| was allowed to build a ditch and tap 
the, water, the connection would bs 
made at the head of the San Fernandwe 
Valley. 

Mr. Mulholland and Mr. Mathews 
both stated that, when the government 
gave the necessary permits for the 
Owens’ River project, it wa. definitely 
understood that the waters of the rivér 
would he used as follows: 

First—To satisfy the domestic needs 
of the city of Los Angeles. 

Second—To supply acjacent munict- 
palities. 

Third—For irrigation. 

Mr. Mathews said that, tn making 
the orders, the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior had specially mentioned the water 
supply of Pasadena. 

LEASE MOST PRACTICAL. 

The opinion was expressed that. if 
the question of a sale of a part of the 
water right were submitted to the peo- 
ple on the baflot. it would surely be 
defeated: wherefore a lease is the most 
practicable idea. 

The board finally decided to adjourn 
.or one week without action. In the 
meantime, Mr. Mathews will more 
thoroughly look up the law; and Mr. 
Mulholland will make an estimate of 
the probable increase in the amount 
of water needed to supply Los An-

Supreme Court Denies Restraining Or- 
der to Prevent Justice Rose from 
Trying Them. 
The refusal of the Supreme Court to 
grant a hearing in the case of local ice 
companies against Police Justice Rose 
operates to bring the criminal actions 
before the Police Court for crial. Dist.- 
Atty. Fredericks first instituted a se- 
ries of cases against the Union Ice 
Company and other similar concerns, 
upon the alleged grounds that the Los 
Angeles ice companies had combined 
to raise prices. 
The complaints were drawn under 
the Catrwright law, and were filed in 
Police Justice Rose's court. He sus- 
tained a demurrer to the con.plaints, 
The Superior Court reversed his deci- 
sion and returmed the cases for trial. 
The defendants then asked the Second 
District Court of Appeal for a writ of 
prohibition to restrain the ; olice magk- 
istrate from trying the cas;-:. The writ 
was denied. The defendants then ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. The lat- 
ter tribunal upheld the decision of the 
Appellate Court, in an order received

L. Lindsay, who has up with, the 
city of Santa Monica a proposition for 
the sale of 800 feet of ocean frontage 
to the municipality, says there is a 
misapprehension on the part of the 
public as to his interest in the trans- 
action.

named by the board of appraisers and 
will decline to pay any part of the ex- 
penses of an election.

SCIENCE NOTES. 


Serum to Cure Pneumonia. ‘ 
Dr. Timothy Leary, yrofessor of 
Pathology and bacteriology in Tufte 
College and Medica! school. announces 
the discovery of a serum fcr the cure 
of pneumonia. The serum: is called 
phneumococcus vaccine, and is admin- 
istered by vaccination. Experiments 
With the serum shows a reduction 
of the death rate from 50 per cent. to 
lj per cent. 
Following a somewhat similar line 
of investigation, Dr. Clevelind Floyd 
and Dr. William P. Lucas, members 
of the Harvard faculty of medicine, 
are on the eve, they believe, of a med- 
ical discovery which, when more fully 
developed, will revolutionize the world 
of medicine. It is a universal pana- 
cea for all infectious diseases. 
of the Earth. 
f. J. J. Thomson, in a recent is- 
sue of Science, says concerning radium 
and the age of the earth: : 
“The properties of radium have con- 
sequences of enormous importance to 
the geologist as well as to the physi- 
cist or chemist. In fact, the discov- 
ery of the properties has entirely 
altered the aspect of one of the most 
interesting geological problems, that of 
the age of the earth. Before the dis- 
covery of radium it was supposed that 
the supplies .of heat furnished by 


were quite insignificant, and that there 
was nothing to replace the heat which 
flows from the hot interior of the earth 
to the coldest crust. Now °* hen the 
earth first solidified it. only possessed 
a certain amount of capital in the form 
of heat, and if it is continually spend- 
ing this capital and not gaining any 
fresh heat it is evident that the process 
can not have teen going on for more 
than a certain number of years, other- 
wise the earth would be colaer than it 
is. Lord Kelvin in this way estimated 
the age of the earth to be less than 
100,000,000 years. Though the quantity 
of. radium in the earth is an exceed- 
ingly smail fraction ot the mass of the 
earth, only amounting, according to the 
determinations of Profs. Strutt and 
Joly, to about five grams in a cube 
whose side is 100 miles, yet the amount 
of heat given out by this small quan- 
tity of radium is fo great that it is 
more than enough to replace the heat 
which flows from the inside to the 
outside of the earth.” 


Pictures by Light Rays. . 

Prof. Robert W. Wood, professor of 
experimental physics at the Johns 
Hopkins University, has made public 
a discovery of a method of taking pic- 
tures of. objects by Nght rays which 
are not visible to the ordinary eye. 
He reproduced on a screen, first, pic- 
tures taken by the infra-red rays, that 
is those rays of light which are longer 
than the ones that give color to ob- 
jects, and which do not affect the or- 
dinary photographic plate. In these 
photographs the sky cam» out very 
black and the green leaves and grass 
a brilliant and glistening white, like 
snow. The whole effect was dazzling 
and extremely curious. 

Another set of slides reproduced pheo- 
tographs which were taken by only 
the ultra-violet light that objects emit. 
The ultra-violet light consists of rays 
that are shorter than the violet which 
is visible to the human eye. but which 
ultra-violet rays produce an effect on 
the photographic plate. To rw.ake these 
photographs ordinary glass '-nses could 
not be used, but special lenses made of 
quartz are necessary. These are cov- 
ered with a thin film of silver,, which 
lets no or inary light through, but is 
readily penetrated. by the ultra-violet 
rays. 
These slides are even more curious 
than the others. In the infra-red pic- 
tures shadows are intensely black, but 
in the ultra-violet photograrhs a man 
standing out in the brightest sunlight, 
like Peter Schiemil in the fairy story, 
casts no shadow. Another curious 
thing is that the color, Chinese white, 
which is the whitest color known, ap- 
pears absolutely black when photo- 
graphed in ultra-violet. 

Ultra-violet light, Dr. Woods ex- 
plained, cannot penetrate ordinary win- 
dow glass, and if that were the only 
light to which the eye responded, tc 
darken a room and make .t as black 
as midnight, 
only to close the window. — 
Action on Aluminum. 

To determine the possible contamina- 
tion of foods by aluminum _ kitchen 
utensils a German chemist has boiled 
aluminum foil in fresh and soul milk, 
wines, mineral water and 1) per cent. 
solutions of salts in common use. The 
boiling continued half an hour, and 
the foil showed no appreciable loss of 
weight from the action of sweet milk, 
red and white wine, sodium chloride. 
sodium nitrate, potassium iodide, po- 
tassium sulphate and calcium: nitrate. 
The sour milk produced somé loss of 
metal. The mineral waters. however, 
attacked the aluminum energetically, 
and the sodium bicarbonate, calcium 
sulphate and magnesium suiphate so- 
lutions also had strong action. 
Graphite Replacing Lead in Paint.

EXPLAINS. 


WAY IS NOT BLOCKED TO OIL 
LAND PROSPECTING IN STATE. 


EN. FRANK C. PRESCOTT, reg* 
G istrar of the local Land Office, has 
received an important letter from 
the commissioner at Washington in re- 
gard to the withdrawal of oil lands 
from public entry. There has been 
much misapprehension concerning this 
temporary withdrawal, many’ believing 
that it blocked the way to legitimate 
prospecting in Southern. California. In 
the communication of the commis- 
sioner this explanation is made: 
“In aid of proposed legislation af- 
fecting the use and disposition of the 
petroleum deposits on the public do- 
main, and upon the recommendation 
of the director of the United States 
Geologic Survey, the acting secretary, 
under date of September 27, 1908, with- 
drew from all forms of location, set- 
tlement, selection, filing and entry, or 
disposal under the mineral or non- 
mineral public iand laws, al) lands in 
accompanying list. You are directed 
that all locations or changes existing 


io valid on that date may proceed to 
entry in the usual manner. After full 
investigation you will make the proper 
notation on your records as to th 
lands described in the list which are 
within your district.” 

Gen. Prescott's jurisdiction includes 
all of Southern California, south of the 
Tehachepi Mountains. The list re- 
ferred to includes only the lands in 
townships 11 and 12 north, ranges 22, 
23, 24, 25, 26 and 27 west. | 

“These lands referred to are in Kern 
and San Luis Obispo counties,” said 
Gen. Prescott. “Only four townships 
are within the Los Angeles district, 
over which I have. supervision, being 
townships 11 and 12, 22 and 23 west. 
These withdrawals are the only ones 
made of minera] lands in the Los An- 
geles land district and are only for the 
purposes stated. This matter has oc- 
casioned many inquiries at this office. 
It is evident that the few withdrawals 
in this district have been greatly over- 
lestimated by those not familiar with 
the facts.”

Incoming Democratic members 
of the House are discussing it more or 
less openly and it is intimated that 
letters bearing on the subject have 
been exchanged between the leaders 
during the fail weeks. A deep purpose 
is understood to be involved, and the 
emphatic @eclarations of Champ Clark

have 100 Democratic majority may re- 
fiect hopes that huve been builded par- 
tially on the pl. s of action under con- 
sideration. 

Political ostracism is not a new ef- 
fort, but it most frequently fails la- 
mentably in practice.
